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MR.  SYDNEY  A.  TIBBETTS 


As  our  class  of  '60  concludes  its  senior  year,  Mr.  Sydney  A.  Tibbetts  completes  a 
brilliant  teaching  career  of  fifty-five  years  at  Lick-Wilmerding.  Mr.  Tibbetts  joined  the 
faculty  in  1905  and  since  then  has  been  an  eminent  member  of  the  school  and  an 
inspiration  to  his  many  students,  including  many  of  today's  leaders  in  business  and 
industry.  In  addition  to  teaching  classes  in  qualitative  and  quantitative  chemistry,  ge- 
ology, metallurgy,  assaying,  soil  and  water  analysis,  and  photography,  he  has  done 
extensive  research  in  these  fields,  often  driving  thousands  of  miles  to  observe  at  first 
hand  new  methods  and  operations.  He  has  been  a  consultant  for  numerous  com- 
panies and  last  year  was  honored  by  the  American  Chemical  Society.  Among  his  many 
other  interests,  athletics  have  always  held  an  important  place:  he  was  a  track  star  at 
the  University  of  California  and  has  been  an  ardent  supporter  of  all  Lick-Wilmerding 
teams.  A  familiar  figure  at  all  school  events,  he  is  a  friend  of  students,  parents,  and 
alumni.  It  is,  therefore,  with  great  respect  that  we,  the  class  of  1960,  dedicate  this 
yearbook  to  Mr.  Sydney  A.  Tibbetts,  a  devoted  teacher  and  a  truly  remarkable  man. 
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The  Class  of  1960,  the  first  to  spend  its  four  years  at  the  new  Ocean  Avenue 
campus,  has  had  an  eventful  and  colorful  history.  Many  of  us  remember  the  tense 
hours  taking  our  entrance  examinations  at  the  old  school,  and,  later,  the  first 
bewildering  day  at  the  new  school  as  we  registered,  received  our  lockers,  and, 
trembling,  stared  in  awe  at  the  gargantuan  upperclassmen.  As  freshmen  we  laughed 
at  the  satirical  skits  of  Moulthrop  and  Guittard,  gasped  at  the  sight  of  the  thirty 
foot  palm  tree  procured  for  the  Hawaiian  dance,  and  cheered  the  basketball  team 
to  victory  in  the  first  Bay  Counties  League  tournament,  which  was  held  in  our  new 
gymnasium. 

During  our  sophomore  year  the  art  department  put  on  the  first  Prog  show,  and 
our  football  team  won  the  league  championship.  In  March  the  first  Tiger  Fair  was 
held,  and  in  May  "Double  Trouble,"  an  original  musical  comedy  by  Mr.  Rich  and 
Mrs.  Ungaretti,  was  successfully  presented.  For  our  class,  however,  the  most  exciting 
event  occurred  shortly  before  the  play,  when  the  class  of  '60  spirited  away  the 
small  school  axe,  which  was  shown  at  the  Field  Day  rally  and  returned  to  hiding 
only  after  a  harrowing  escape.  It  has  since  made  several  brief  appearances  at  school 
functions  and  has  been  an  exciting,  if  somewhat  mysterious,  part  of  our  tradition. 
In   our  junior  year  the  Varsity  football  team,  for  the  first  time  since   1923,  went 

undefeated  for  the  season,  giving  Lick  the 
B.C.L.  championship  for  the  second  year 
in  a  row.  There  were  many  other  activities, 
including  "Say  Hay,"  the  school  play,  the 
second  annual  presentation  of  Prog,  and 
the  Tiger  Fair.  At  the  Field  Day  our  class 
won  the  big  school  axe  for  competition  in 
cleanup  and  intramural  contests.  The  bal- 
lot system  in  class  elections  instituted  by 
our  class  officers  proved  so  successful  that 
it  was  incorporated  in  the  revision  of  the 
school  constitution  as  a  mandatory  re- 
quirement for  all   class   elections. 

The  senior  year  must  qualify  as  the  best 
and  certainly  the  busiest  year  we  have 
had  at  Lick.  The  third  annual  Prog  per- 
formance was  easily  the  most  outstanding 
Prog  show  we  have  seen.  The  successful 
Operation  Christmas  Tree  was  climaxed 
by  the  Glee  Club's  exceptional  Christmas 
program,  which  included  an  original  can- 
tata by  Mrs.  Ungaretti  and  Mr.  Rich.  The 
spring  semester  brought  College  Boards, 
Tiger  Fair,  Senior  Slave  Day,  the  school 
play,  Field  Day,  Senior  Sneak,  the  Senior 
Prom,  and,  of  course,  graduation. 

The  Class  of  1960  has  indeed  been  the 
"casual"  class,  a  class  of  real   individual- 
ists.   From    our    class    have    come    athletes, 
scholars    (seven   National   Merit  Semifinal- 
istsl,    artists,    politicians    writers,    singers, 
and    actors     (but    not,     it    must    be    sadly 
noted,    any    members    of    the    band).    We 
have   certainly    been   grateful    for   the    pa- 
tience   and     understanding     of     our    class 
sponsors,    Mrs.    Ungaretti    and    Mr.    Perse, 
who  have  been  of  great  help  to  us. 
Ours  has  been  a  very  colorful  class,  as  illustrated  by  John  Cavellini's  black  cigars, 
Bob    Haas'    orange    pants,    Rick    Murray's    pink  Fiat    Steve    Dobbs'    red    pencils,    Lance 
Kuykendall's    red    Ford,    "Wally"    Reichert's    red    socks,    and    "Fritz"    Schlichtmann's 
red    hair.

Lick-Wilmerding's  Student  Government  is  an  important  and  essential  part  of  the  school's  character;  respon- 
sibility for  student  affairs  rests  almost  wholly  with  the  Student  Body  through  its  elected  officers  and  represen- 
tatives. 

At  the  heart  of  Lick's  Student  Government  is  the  Student  Council,  comprised  of  the  Student  Body  officers 
and  two  elected  representatives  from  each  class.  Class  presidents  and  other  non-voting  representatives  from 
the  major  Student  Body  activities  are  present  at  the  meetings.  With  the  Council  rests  the  responsibility  of  admin- 
istering and  financing  Student  Body  activities,  planning  and  discussing  rules  and  schedules  affecting  students, 
and  providing  a   general  forum  for  new  Student  Body  ideas.

has  attempted  to  improve  policies  and  to  institute  new  ones  for  the  benefit  of  the  Student  Body.  Among  many 
improvements  and  changes  instituted  by  the  Council  this  year  has  been  a  more  economical  and  efficient  system 
of  finances  under  a  new  budget  system,  which  included  a  student  charge  plan  and  discounts  for  rooters'  bus 
tickets  through  Student  Body  card  subsidies.  As  a  result  of  these  changes,  a  20%  reduction  in  the  price  of  Stu- 
dent Body  cards  was  made  possible  for  the  spring  semester.  Lick's  Student  Court  Constitution  was  completely 
revised  by  the  Council,  and  the  Court  has  functioned  more  efficiently  than  ever  before.  In  addition,  a  new  policy 
regarding  smoking  was  initiated  during  the  fall,  changing  the  smoking  area  to  the  cafeteria  and  thereby  making 
available  valuable  storage  space  and  permitting  more  effective  control  over  smoking.  Lick-Wilmerding's  Student 
Government  has  had  a  most  successful  year  and  has  capably  handled  student  affairs.

Greatly  strengthened  by  the  adoption  of  a  formal  constitution  during  the  fall  semester,  the  Court 
now  functions  much  as  does  a  public  law  court;  it  includes  in  its  structure  a  judge,  a  court  clerk, 
prosecuting  and  defending  attorney,  and  a  jury  composed  of  two  elected  representatives  from  each 
class.

Lick-Wilmerding's  1959  Varsity  football  team,  ably  coached  by 
Dick  Sarro  and  Bob  Springer,  displayed  excellent  team  spirit  and 
competitive  drive  while  compiling  a  seasonal  record  of  three  wins 
and  four  defeats.  Hampered  by  inexperience  at  key  positions  and 
by  untimely  and  costly  injuries,  the  Tiger  Varsity  could  not  match  the 
successes  of  the  Lick  Varsities  of  the  two  previous  seasons;  neverthe- 
less, our  team  had  a  commendable  season  and  gave  promise  of 
greater  success  in  coming  seasons. 

In  a  hard-fought  night  game  Lick  opened  the  season  with  a  20-0 
loss  to  non-conference  St.  Helena,  one  of  the  finest  teams  in 
Northern  California.  The  Tigers  ground  out  a  tough  6-0  victory  over 
Half  Moon  Bay  in  the  first  league  contest.  S.R.M.A.  handed  Lick  its 

first  conference  loss  in  over  a  sea- 
son when  the  Cadets  narrowly 
decisioned  the  Tigers  13-12.  Re- 
covering from  this  discouraging 
setback,  Lick  breezed  to  easy  vic- 
tories over  Emeryville  27-0  and 
C.S.D.  34-6.  Lick's  hopes  for  a 
third  league  championship  were 
shattered  by  St.  Vincent's  of  Pet- 
aluma,  who  shut  out  the  Tigers 
46-0.  In  the  traditional  final 
league  game  against  Menlo,  Lick 
was  defeated  38-0.  Although  ob- 
viously outclassed  and  outmanned 
by  the  powerful  Acorns,  Lick  dis- 
played the  rugged  spirit  that  had 
been  its  seasonal  trademark  and 
played  an  outstanding  game.
